A Bill of Great Value - Father Mulholland, late pastor of St. Patrick’s Catholic Church, 
who died abroad, was a descendent of an ancient Irish family which was about the first to 
receive faith from St. Patrick. One of Father Mulholland’ s ancestors served mass for St. 

Patrick until the great preacher’s death, and received as a token of esteem St. Patrick’s 
mass bell. This relic was handed down through the family from father to son. During the 
revolution of 1798 Edward Mulholland, who was a poor school-teacher, buried the bell 
and willed it upon his death to Andrew McClain, a fellow school-teacher and friend. The 
bell was sold less than ten years ago by McCain’s son to the Royal Hibernian Historical 
Society of Dublin for $2,600. Gen. St. Clair Mulholland, a brother of Father Mulholland, 
recently tried to purchase the bell, but the Historical Society would not sell it at any price. 

The bell was placed seven centuries ago in a case inlaid with gold and precious stones. 

Copies of the case, which still remain with the bell, are in Memorial Hall, in the Louvre 
in Paris, and in the Corcoran Gallery, Washington. Father Mulholland succeeded Father 
Nugent as pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, and was at the time of his appointment the 
youngest rector of a Catholic church in any of the important dioceses of the United 
States. His congregation numbered 18,000 souls. - Phila. Record.

It appears by last night’s proceedings of the Board, that Mr Gebbie’s offer to sell the 
whole of his photoglyptics of “Boston Boys” is declined for the reason that Mr Corcoran 
has in addition to $25,000 donated to the Columbian University, presented the painting of 
Fen Gage & the “Boston Boys”. The picture thus leaving this Gallery, the photoglyptics 
are not desirable.
